What do you say to that, you mothers 
whose boya died at Pearl harbor . . , you la- 
thera sending your sond to MacArthur . . .

Senator Thomas of Idaho, In response to 
thousands of protests from throughout the 
country, his home state Included, recommends 
that PreaWent Hooserelt tfrke steps to elimi- 
nate profiteering In war plants and that labor 
accept a moratorium on the 40-hour week 
for the duration of the war. 

"Unless industry and labor can meet the 
-problem of production Immediately; unless 
the President prompUy exercises htn power to 
eliminate the bottlenecks arising from In- 
dustrial Inefficiency and profiteering and 
from the 40-hour, five-day week, then con- 
gress— which has already, delayed loo long- 
must do so." said Senator Thomas. 

"The people want action with no further 
delay. I am asking the President to take the 
situation In hand now, because each day and 
each hour which passes without action makes 
the loss of life and the sacrifices of the peo- 
ple BTcater." 

You are right, senator. Congress has de- 
layed too long and the people do want acUon. 
Not only that, they are watching more cloaely 
than ever what their representatives arc do- 
ing in Washington.

CLAPPER'S OBSERVATIONS 

NATIONS AT WAR 




NEW DEXHI. March 38 — Most 
argumenla tor self-government of 
India quickly atumble over the Mos- 
lems' Attitude. One-fourUi of In- 
dia's seething millions are Moham- 
medans. A* a practical matter, Sir 
Stafford Crlpps will have difficulty 
pressing any aelf- government solu- 
tion which doa not, aatlsfy thli 
minority. 

Small minorities 
csji be IwKcly Ig- 
nored. China has 
a M Da 1cm minor- 
ity so small it U 
not a Bolllical lac- 
lor. But India's 
Maham med ons 
are a Blrong po- 
litical force. Fur- 
thermore, any af- 
front to them In 
India would have 
reactions through- 
out the. whole 
Moslem world. 

If, through dUsallsfaellon with 
wliatevcr Crlpps may propose, Mos- 
lem leaders should co" that Islam 
Is being put In Jeopardy by the 
Brlthh, the effect would bo felt 
sharply in Egypt, Palestine and 
otlier areas ot the vital middle east. 
And It W that middle east lying 
between Europe and Asia which the 
United Nations are tr>-lng so des- 
peralely to hold, In order to keep 
Germany and Japan separated. 

Moslems iear rule by Hindus, who 
cotutlluto ft three-quarters major- 
ity. ThU Ls more than a pollUcal 
Issue. It Is a religious issue— viewed 
by Manlcmn nomewhat as Catholics 
In America might fear rule by Uie 
Ku Klux Klon. 

The leader of Indian Moslems Is 
All Jlnnoh- He Is highly InUUl-' 
gent, ratlier modem, and leans to 
tho tolerant aide. Earlier ho woa 
actually a member of the all-lndia 
cotfarcsa, supporting the Oandhl 
mm'ement— a*i a fair number of 
Moslems still are. desplU it* over- 
whelming Hindu character. (The 
euntnt prcaldent ot the congress Is 
not Gandhi or Nehru, but a Moalcm 
named Abul Kalan Ated.) 

Later Jlnnah broke with the oon- 
greos. and became hesd of the all 
India Moslem league to oppMo Hin- 
du domlnaUon without adequate 
protection'.' Ho favored porUllon- 
Ing India. tetUng up separate Mc«- 
lem states. But that now probably 
wlU not be iralsled upon In vUw 
of war complication*. 

Jlnnah refused lo support the war 
effort at flmt. But he U wUe po- 
litically and undoubtedly realises 
that, -with Japan threetening ^ndl^ 
all his hopes cannot become tact. 
Hli pait position has not met with 
approval ot all Moslems, some of 
whom felt 11 was dividing India's 
effort to obtain self-rule 

He la plai'lnc a careful game now. 
He hc.iltated to meet Crlpps until 
aft«r sending a delegation to sound 
out the situation and to see it Crippt 
often an acceptable basis for dis- 
cussion. 

The qu cation of whether Jlnnah 
speaks lor all Moslems la raised by 



Uie fact thot. of four Moslem pro- 
vincial premiers, three are not mem- 
bers of Jlnnali'B Moslem league hut 
cooperate with congress people. This 
Indicates that the obsUde of t|to 
Moslem question is not Insupemblc. 

One difficulty Is that, as Uils 
question of lelf-rulo comes clMer 
to reality, the atruggle between 
Hindus and Moslems to get'Uiat 
power naturally Intensifies, This 
leads lo bitterness. Just as during an 
American preside nUal campaign.
